Without the help of iron, the numerous 
paalefactors, and the more numerous debtors, with whom 
all our goals arc crouded, could not be fecured; nor could 
this great and opulent city be annually fecured bythe mi- 
litia; nor city, and country, by a f{mall, but well-armed bo- 
dy of twenty thoufand ttanding forces. To fupp'y all thefe 
demands, there are {ome well-concerted projects on foot, 
paticularly thofe of Tomxyns and Woop. And when 
their mighty conteft about making iron with pit-coal is 
decided, it is hoped, that we fhall have {words and musket- 
barrels, bolts, bars, and fetters, at more reafonable rates. How 
the latter of the{e ingenious projectors came to mifcarry in his 
munfterous or monftrous proclamation, concerning the 
uf of the other meta! in a neighbouring ifland, bas been 
nytter of great wonder. Some imagine, that the natives, 
having large quantities of copper, but very little gold, or 
filver, would not fuffer any more of the firft to pafs among 
them, Others, that they rejected it, becaufe alloyed with too 
muchEnglifh lead. This, however, is indifputable, that a 
certain Dean, a profeffid enemy to all mixture of that 
heavy metal, either in current coins, or in current Prelates 
and Politicians, was the chief occafion of a {wift re-expor- 
tation; for which piece of fervice, his birth-day has been 
kept annually ever fince with great folemnity. 

But copper, or brafs, which may be called copper hi- 
bernized, meets with a better reception among the Englifh. 
And tho’ we have a latge quantity produced at home, yet 
both fexes are extremely fond of that which is foreign i 
efpecially if it be any way inftrumental, in this age of trea- 
ties, in concluding an amorous treaty of natural alliance 
and commerce betwixt them. Hence it has happened, that 
aforeigner, whofe natural face feems to be an unaitificial 
ma(que, frightful beyond the imitation of att, having em- 


bronz'd it well; has been adored by the beaux and belies of i 
guaity, and has grown immenfely rich by their noéturnai 


devotions. —— But the contemplation of this furpritiog 
grotefque figure has diverted me from giving the courte- 
ous reader, the reverend Mr. Wootston's allegorical expli- 
cation of the axiom layed down above.

fo among the latter the minifters of ftate are frequently 
bigots, and bullies,but very feldom blockheads. And thére- 
fore, tho’ a brave, bold Briton may fometimes frighten, 
yet a bowing, blundering Briton can never out-wit them. 
Some politicians will cut one’s throat with a feather, which 
one would imagine to be no dangerous weapon. Every tra-
